CHAPTER 264.

AN ACT extending the time for holding the an-
nual charter election for the year 1837, of the
city of Antigo, from the first Tuesday in April,
1887, to the first Tuesday in May, 1887.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Amendment. SrcrioNn 1. The time for holding the annual
charter election for the year 1887, in the city of
Antigo, is hereby extended from the first Tuesday
in April, 1887, to the first Tuesday in May, 188T7.
SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 269.

AN ACT to amend chapter 36, of the laws of
1882, relating to the charter of the city of
Madison.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senale and assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTION 1, Section 4, of chapter 1, of chapter
36, of the laws of 1882, i3 hereby amended by
striking out the word, “three” in the third line of
said section, and inserting in place thereof the
word, “two,” so that said section when so amended
shall read as follows:

COMMON COUNCIL.
Common Section 4. The corporate authority of said city

councll. shall be vested in one principal officer, styled the
mayor; in one board of aldermen, consisting of
